Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3 and 18 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12 2 nd paragraph, because the relationship 
between "inventory items" and "items" in claims 2 and 17 is unclear. 

4. The following is a quotation of the fourth paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

Subject to the following paragraph, a claim in dependent form shall contain a reference to 
a claim previously set forth and then specify a further limitation of the subject matter 
claimed. A claim in dependent form shall be construed to incorporate by reference all the 
limitations of the claim to which it refers. 

5. Claims 2-14 and 16-24 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12 4 th paragraph as these claims 
contain only non-functional descriptive material, which is non-limiting and thus do not further 
limit the independent claim. See MPEP 2106 IV B 1 "'Nonfunctional descriptive material" 
includes but is not limited to music, literary works and a compilation or mere arrangement of 
data.' 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

7. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 USC 101 as the claims are directed towards a 
compilation and mere arrangement of data and are thus non-statutory. See MPEP 2106 IV B 1 
'"Nonfunctional descriptive material" includes but is not limited to music, literary works and a 
compilation or mere arrangement of data.' The claims do not provide any manipulation of the 
data, nor do the provide a useful, concrete, and tangible result, as they pertain to a mere database 
schema. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

9. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by "Development of 
GIS as an Information Management System: A Case Study for the Burden Center" August 2003 
by Zhitao Su.

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table containing data relating to entities within sites in the site table. {Pg 51 "BLDG" 
"Landmark" "HistoricalSite"_or any tables under LandUse}

to inventories of items associated with the property, (Pg 35 and Pg 51-52 "Vegetation" "BLDG"

data relating to maintenance of inventory items. {Pg 53 "FutureDevelp" "Renovate as market"

4. The database system of claim 1 further comprising a property survey table containing data 
relating to surveys of the property. (Page 51 "Geology"} 

14. Claim 5 is rejected for the following reasons: 

5. The database system of claim 1 further comprising a property long-range plan table containing 
data relating to long-range plans for the property, {pg 53 "FutureDevelop"} 



15. Claim 6 is rejected for the following reasons: 

6. The database system of claim 1 further comprising a staff table containing data relating to staff 
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members assigned to the property. (Pg 52 "Security" shows were staff accompaniment is 
required} 

1 6. Claim 7 is rejected for the following reasons: 

7. The database system of claim 1 further comprising an inspections table containing data 
relating to inspections of the property. {Pg 35 "pollution" or "geology"} 

1 7. Claim 8 is rejected for the following reasons: 

8. The database system of claim 1 wherein the sites in the site table comprise geographic areas. 
{Pg 51 "facilities" or "land use"} 

1 8. Claim 9 is rejected for the following reasons: 

9. The database system of claim 1 wherein the sites in the site table comprise living units. {Page 
51 "vegetation" arid under landuse "BufferPlanting"} 

19. Claim 10 is rejected for the following reasons: 

10. The database system of claim 1 wherein the sites in the site table comprise maintenance 
areas. (PG 52 "ShedHSe#l" "SheHse#2"} 

20. Claim 11 is rejected for the following reasons: 

1 1 . The database system of claim 1 wherein the sites in the site table comprise program areas. 
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{Pg 52 "LandUse" "Conservation" "HorticulteralFieldCorps"} 

21 . Claim 12 is rejected for the following reasons: 

12. The database system of claim 1 wherein the entities in the entity table are selected from the 
group comprising structures (Bldg) , fences, waterlines lPG 36"Utilities"l , swimming pools, 
leach fields, electrical poles (PG 36"Utilities"| , parking lots, and latrines,

13. The database system of claim 1 further comprising at least one maintenance table containing 
data relating to maintenance for entities in the entity table. (Pg 53 "FutureDevelp" "Renovate as

14. The database system of claim 1 further comprising an environmental management table 
containing data relating to environmental management of the property. {Pg 35 "Pollution" 
"Vegetation" "Geology" "Hydrology"}
